Shoe* That Creak. 


A good many children's shoes (after 


they nave bad unwary but intimate 
knowledge of the contents of alluring 
puddles) have a way of creaking that 
is absolutely maddening. 


No one ought to be forced to listen 


to it when the remedy is so simple. 
The cause lies in the rubbing of the 
inner sole against the outer, and the 
•wetting may cause one to shrink so 
that this rubbing is an inevitable fol- 
lowing. 
Take a large plate or a platter and 


pour just enough oil on it to cover the 
bottom well. Then stand the shoes 
.with their heels propped so that the 
sole of the shoe rests in the oil. Let 
them stand over night, and in the 
morning wipe off any excess of oil 
there may be. If you are careful to 
let the oil only barely cover the bottom 
of the plate the shoes will probably 
absorb all the oil and be seemingly as 
dry as when you put them in. If you 
piit too much oil the leather may be 
greasy. Then the shoes should not be 
worn" for a day or two until the oil 
has had time to sink in thoroughly, or 
it will make ugly spots upon rugs and 
carpets.

A Liquid, Kewly Discovered. That I* »

The Hungarian chemist Brunn says 


he has discovered a licuid chemical 
compound which renders certain kiads 
of matter proof against the effects o£ 
time. He asserts that it doubles tha 
density of nearly every kind of stone 
and renders it waterproof. It imparts 
to all metals qualities which defy oxy- 
gea aad rust. It is also a germicide of 


" hitherto uixequaied, powers. 
The. professor says that while trav- 


eling in Greece some tweaty-five years 
ago he noticed that the mortar ia 
stoaes of ruins which were kaowa to 
be over 200O years old was as hard, 
fresh aad tenacious as if it had beea 
made oaly a year. He secured a piece 
of the mortar and has beea working 
on it ever' siace uatil now, when, he 
says, he has discovered the secret. 


The compound is a yellow liquid, 


which the professor has christened 
zorene. 
He describes the following 


experiments: A piece of ordinajry aad 
easily breakable slag after immersioa 
in zorene defied the full blow of a ham- 
mer.

reform it phonetically would necessitate a radical transform­ 
ation of the great majority of the familiar forms of English 
words, because it w’ould involve extensive alterations of the 
alphabet. 
To say, as some do, that this alphabetic recon­ 
struction should be the end rather than the beginning—a 
goal to which a gradual approach may be made—is only to recommend the 
substitution of prolonged confusion and anarchy for a quick and sweeping rev­ 
olution. 
But that the great mass of EngUsh-speakers, who, as Prof. Louns- 
bury has said, have lost the phonetic sense, will consent to give up at once or 
gradually, through a transition period of vexatious contusion, their orthograph­ 
ic habits, their prejudices and their convenience, in order that their spelling, 
or that of their grandchildren, may assume a form which, from its strangeness 
seems to them utterly repulsive, is a supposition which canrot be entertained 
unless one relies upon the scientific accuracy of one’s principles more than up­ 
on one’s knowledge of human nature. 


The full recognition of this fact by the Simplified Spelling Board is what | to eat his breakfast without swallow- 
chiefly distinguishes its program and makes it a practicable and hopeful one 
All of its members, probably heartily believe in the phonetic principle; they 
may expect or hope that some time it may be embodied in English orthog­ 
raphy; but they are agreed th at it m ust be subordinated to other practical 
principles in any reform for which it is reasonable to work.

MOST COSTLY GARMENT. 


Rarest in the World Is a Feather 


Cloak Valued at $1,0Qi3,000. 


WThat is probably the most costly 
garment 
in 
the 
United States 
is 
stored away in a corner of the United 
States National Museum a t Washing­ 
ton. 
It is not a feminine gown, nor 
is its fashion of any civilized country. 
It is a product of savage art, being a 
Hawaiian ceremonial cloak made of 
the feathers of birds peculiar to the 
islands. 


The label beneath it states that it 
was a present from King Kamehamo* 
ha 
111 to Commodore J. Ii. Aulick, 
U. S. N., and that it was the mantel 
of the former’s father, Tamehameha. 
It is further stated that the yellow 
feathers of which the cloak is largely 
composed were valued at $1.50 for 
live. 


Not only are these feathers very 
small, but tho bird to which they be­ 
longed was very difficult to catch. 
It 
is estimated that, including the price 
cf the feathers, not less than a mil­ 
lion dollars' worth of labor was ex­ 
pended on this cloak. 


The feather work of the Hawaiians 
is now a lost art. 
This is to be la­ 
mented, for the feather cloaks of the 
Hawaiians are both curious and in­ 
teresting. 


The cloaks—“mamos," in the native 
language—which were worn only b} 
the kings and highest chiefs, are of 
great beauty. 
All the early travel­ 
lers to the Hawaiian group mention 
them. Captain Cook, who in 1778 was 
the first to visit the islands, was re- 
ceived by the natives with all the 
ceremony and adoration wnich they 
thought due to him as a god, and their 
chiefs presented him with several 
feather covered cloaks and helmets, 
which they regarded as their most 
priceless treasures. 


The groundwork of all the feather 
work Is a coar3e matting, made of 
string manufactured from the fibre 
of the olona, a native grass. 
The 
outer side 
is 
alone 
covered 
with 
feathers, the shafts of which are dex­ 
terously aud closely interwoven into, 
or sewn on, the fabric of the net, so 
that the feathers, which overlap one 
another, present a surface as smooth 
and glossy as the back of 
a ’ living 
bird. 


Though often spoken of as royal 
cloaks, only those 
made 
from 
the 
brilliant lined feathers of the now 
oxtinct mamo bird can properly be 
so described. 
The 
right 
to 
wear 
cloaks from the feathers of the royal 
bird was the exclusive prerogative of 
the King. 


To all olhers yellow was, in the 
native 
language, 
taboo. 
A yellow 
cloak was a veritable cloth of gold, 
aud when worn with a helmet of the 
same color ii formed a garb of royal 
magniiiccnc?. 
Only one or two such 
cloaks are known ever to have been 
made. 


Even after the Hawaiians adopted 
the dress of civilization their monarch 
continued to wear the royal mamo at 
their coronations, and at the opening 
of Parliament and other state cere­ 
monies it was spread over the throne 
as a symbol of the royal power. Now 
it is preserved as a priceless relic 
by certain royalists in the islands, 
though, it is provable, without the 
knowledge of their republican fellow 
citizens. 


As Jate as the year 1SS8 two native 
nobles wore their mamos at the open­ 
ing of 
the 
Hawaiian 
Legislature, 
while tho Honolulu Volunteers adopt­ 
ed as part of their uniform capes ot 
yellow cloth in imitation of the mamo. 
Moreover, the design of the red 5- 
cent Hawaiian postage stamp, as well 
as that of the black 25-cent stamp, in 
the issue of 1883, depict the national 
hero, Kamehameluw J, attired in hi» 
mamo and helmet.—Washington Post.

HERE are two causes that help make the conditions which 
call for exposure and reform.

Let me illustrate: I am a person of ordinary mental force and of ordinary 
strength and have a fair amount of wealth. 
One person tries to get my 
wealth by physical force and another by mental force (high finance). 
One 
class is as harmful as the other to the community. 


Every person ondowed with extra physical and mental force Is entitled 
to compensation for all the extra services he can render because of such < n- 
dowments, but he has no right to use such endowments to force from another 
his wealth unless we go back to a nature where “every man is a law unto 
himself.”

Some Interesting Analogies. 


J. J. Laudin Chabot makes, in the 
Physikalische Zeitschrift, some strik­ 
ing speculations on certain analogies 
shown by the phenomena of radioac­ 
tivity with ebullition on the one hand, 
and with the decomposition as accom­ 
panying, say, the life of albumen, on 
the other. 


The atoms of radio-active substan­ 
ces are in a state of unstable equili­ 
brium. 
Some of them every now and 
then pass abruptly into the next state. 
The passage amounts to an explosion, 
although it differs from ordinary ex­ 
plosions in not# necessarily tending to 
the simultaneous explosion of all oth­ 
er atoms around. 
A somewhat simi­ 
lar phenomenon is presented by a 
boiling liquid. 


Some striking analogies to the be­ 
havior of the emanations and the rare 
gases such as argon and helium are 
offered by nitrogen, which Is a con­ 
stituent of nearly every explosive sub­ 
stance. 
Among 
the 
compounds of 
nitrogen, cyanogen (carbon plus nit­ 
rogen) deserves special consideration 
on account of its importance In the 
decomposition of albumen. 
All the 
nitrogenous compounds resulting from 
the decomposition of albumen contain 
syanogen. 
This has a high internal 
energy, and it is therefore extremely 
unstable. 
Pflueger believes it to be a 
constituent of all living matter, and 
calls cyanic acid a “semi-living” mole­ 
cule.

Methods Pursued on the Coasts of 
Japan and Ceylon. 


The usual practice in fishing for 
pearls has been to hunt for them where 
oysters containing them happen to be. 
But the pearl oyster, like the edible 
oyster, can be cultivated, and the busi­ 
ness of raising it in convenient locali­ 
ties has become quite an industry in 
Japan. 
The suggestion that the ex­ 
periment be made was made by an 
American about fifteen years ago to 
a certain Mr. Mikimoto, of Shima. 
Since then, according to the National 
Geographic Magazine, the business has 
so developed that on Mr. Mikimoto’s 
marine farm there are now millions 
of pearl oysters under cultivation, and 
he is able to put on the market every 
year a large crop of gems. 


This particular farm is in the Bay 
of Ago, on the Pacific side of Central 
Japan, a few miles south of the fa­ 
mous Temple of Ise. The bay, like 
all in which the pearl oyster grows in 
abundance, is a very quiet piece of 
water with a most irregular, highly 
broken up coast line full of deep run­ 
ning inlets, with a depth of 20 to 40 
feet, and affording most favorable 
shelter. 
Somewhat out of the centre 
of the bay to the north there is 
a 
little island called Takodo, whore the 
necessary buildings are placed, and 
where a colony of 100 persons has 
been established. The area devoted 
to oysters is fully 1,000 acres. 
They 
breed in July and August 
A few 
weeks before this large stones are 
placed near them to collect the “spat,” 
or tiny offspring, and in November the 
stones are removed (if in shallower 
water) to places where there is at 
least a depth of five or six feet. This 
change is made to protect the young 
against cold. 


The young shells are then left quiet 
and allowed to grow for three years, 
or, better, some may be removed to 
deeper waters, and where they are 
given more space, get more' food and 
grow better. 
At the end of three 
years, .when they are about two or 
three inches across., they are taken 
out of the water, and the operations 
necessary for inducing them to pro­ 
duce pearls—that is, of putting in nu­ 
clei for pearls— ire performed upon 
them’. At present the number thus 
operated on in a year is only 250,000 or 
300,000. 
They are then put back in 
the sea and spread out at the rate of 
about thirty to every tsubo (six feet 
square), and are left alone for four 
years more. At the end of that time, 
or seven years and a half from the be­ 
ginning, they are taken out of the 
water and opened. Natural pearls, as 
well as “culture pearls/’ are thus har­ 
vested and put on the market. 


The operation here referred to con­ 
sists of the introduction of minute par­ 
ticles of transparent material, some- 
etimes mother-of-pearl. 
On these is 
deposited the secretion which forms 
the true pearl. 


In the island of Ceylon, which has 
long been famous for its pearl fisher­ 
ies, the government has recently be­ 
gun to use elaborate machinery for 
the recovery of the jewels. Accord­ 
ing to a writer for the Engineering 
Supplement of “The .London Times,” 
the procedure is to collect the oysters 
into trucks, and from them to fill what 
are called the “rotting screens,” in 
which the oysters are allowed to stay 
till rotted. This process has the effect 
of opening the shells, which, with their 
contents, are then fed into “washing 
screens,” where the shells and “sara- 
ku” (consisting of chipped shell, bis- 
sus, sand, pearls, eac.) are separated 
from each other. ’The shells then pass 
away to a dump, and are then ready 
for sale; the “saraku,” which contains 
the pearls, passes through the meshes 
of the “washing screens” and is car­ 
ried by running water into the “classi­ 
fier,” which consists of a revolving 
screen upon which play jets of water. 
The meshes of this screen are suited 
to the degree of classification required, 
and in this way the pearls, with small 
pieces of shell, are separated from 
the rest of the “saraku.” This valua­ 
ble residue is taken on a perforated 
belt conveyor to the “separators,” 
Which are inclined metal plates down 
which the mixture rolls, with the re­ 
sult that the pearls and chips of shell 
are separated from each other, and col­ 
lected. This part of the process is an 
adaptation of one well known to min­ 
ing engineers. A few pearls are lost, 
no doubt, but at least ninety-five out 
Df one hundred are recovered, and none 
of them are injured, The saving of 
time and labor more than compen­ 
sates, it is believed, for the loss. 


Trial by Jury Losing Ground. 


Trial by jury continues to decline in 
popularity in the county courts, not­ 
withstanding the numerical change in 
the jury and the increase in the more 
important cases. 
The number of ac­ 
tions determined in 1905 was 875,280 
and only 843 were tried by juries. This 
is the lowest number of which there 
is any record in the returns. 
Juries 
hav.e never been much in request in 
the county courts. 
The demand for 
their services has actually diminished 
as the business of the courts has in­ 
creased:'1875, 1030; 1885, 1150; 1895, 
1*80; 1905, 843. 


There were ten circuits In 1905 on 
which the number of cases tried by 
Juries did not exceed three. 
On the 
circuit which includes Bolton, Wigan 
and Oldham not a single case was 
tried by a jury during the yean 
In 
the employment of jurors, as in the 
treatment of debtors, the views 
oi 
County Court Judges differ. 
The de* 
cline of trial by jury in the county 
courts may be attributed not so much 
to an increasing want of faith in tha 
institution on the part of litigants al 
to the strong prejudice which some 
County Court Judges exhibit against 
it.—Jjoadon Law Journal.

RECLAIMING SALT MEADOWS* 


Interesting Work New Being Carried 


On Near Bridgeport, 


A project in land reclamation 
is 
now being carried 
forward 
near 
Bridgeport, the results of which prom« 
ise to present many features of inter­ 
est to property owners, particularly 
in view of the great activity in the 
near-by sections of Long Island, with 
their vast low-lying tracts waiting tc 
to be made productive. 
Experiments 
have bon made by the Long Island 
railroad on barren tracts near AY ad­ 
ding River, L, I„ 
and 
reclamation 
work is in progress at various other 
points, but this undertaking in Con­ 
necticut is important as showing es­ 
pecially what can be done in tho re­ 
claiming of salt meadow and making 
it available for farming and market 
gardening. 


Between Bridgeport and Stratford. 


on the Sound shc?re, is a tract of 1000 
i 


acres crossed by small creeks and 
covered with a rank growth of salt 
grass. In the past this 
grass 
has 
been gathered and has found a mar­ 
ket of indifferent 
character, 
being 
used for packing and bedding. 
It 
brought only $S a ton, and on that 
basis barely 
paid for 
the work of 
gathering it. 


About a year ago the work of re­ 
claiming an area of ten acres was un­ 
dertaken under the direction of E. J. 
Hollister, who was the organizer and 
is now the general adviser of the Win­ 
ona Agricultural Institute at Winona, 
Lake, Ind., and who has supervised 
reclamation projects at many places 
in fne United States and Canada. One 
of nis more recent-undertakings in 
this part of the country resulted in 
converting a large traet of lowland 
and bogs at Locust Valley, L. I., into 
an attractive part of W. D. Guthrie’s 
estate at that place. 
Immediately in 
charge of the work near Bridgeport 
is Frank R. Sammis, representing the 
Stratford Land and Improvement com­ 
pany. 


The results of the first season’s ef­ 
forts have been highly encouraging, 
so that Mr. Hollister feels justified 
in predicting that 
this 
practically 
worthless tract can be made to yield 
annually liay, or “tame grass,” as he 
calls it, worth at least $45 an acre, 
with a certain increase of this amount 
to $100 an acre after the soil has been 
more thoroughly 
treated and 
made 
suitable 
for 
planting 
other 
crops 
such as sweet corn, celery and aspar­ 
agus. 


The work of reclaiming land of this 
surt divides itself into two branches 
—first, fne keeping out of tidewater 
and later the bringing about of the 
necessary changes in 
the 
chemical 
make-up of the soil so that it will 
support various forms of plant life. 


The tide is kept out by the con­ 
struction of dykes, and any remain­ 
ing wrater carried off in drains. 
Ow­ 
ing to the exclusion of the salt water, 
the meadow land naturally begins to 
“sweeten” itself—a process which is 
also hastened by rains, when they do 
not have to contend against the flood­ 
ing of the tract by tidewater twice 
daily. 


The meadow Is 
then 
thoroughly 
plowed and the doctoring of the soil 
begun. Lime is introduced to com­ 
plete the work of counteracting tho 
salt, the necessary quantity of course 
varying in different localities. 
The 
disintegration of the soil also adds 
to its capacity for retaining water 
and absorbing oxygon. 


“A salt meadow is a good deal like 
a piece of corned beef,” said Mr. Hol­ 
lister 
yesterday in 
discussing 
his 
work, “and almost the same thing hap­ 
pens to it when the tide is kept out 
as happens to a piece of corned beef 
if it is kept out of its tub of brine. 
Decomposition is hastened, and that, 
of course, Is essential to all forms of 
plant life, 


“Such a tract as there is between 
Bridgeport and Stratford is a sleeping 
giant—the power is there and needs 
only intelligent direction to make it 
enormously productive. 
After such 
land has been thoroughly prepared 
and, as it were, made of a receptive 
character, it is comparatively easy to 
continue the treatment of it by the 
addition of the various chemical ele­ 
ments in which It is lacking, this 
treatment being regulated to a large 
extent by the kind of crop desired. 


“Enormous 
quantities of hay 
are 
now brought to this city from the 
west and find a ready market at $16 
a ton. 
Even if nothing but grass were 
to be raised on reclaimed lands around 
New York large areas could be made 
to yield at least three tons of hay to 
the acre. 
On this basis, 
the 
first 
year’s crop would fully pay the cost 
of reclaiming, and would make the fu­ 
ture yield unusually profitable,” 


As to what might be done with oth­ 
er crops, it is only necessary to re­ 
call what was done with the bogs 
around Kalamazoo, Mich., which were 
long regarded as practically valueless, 
but which are now worlh $900 an acre 
and on which celery to the value of 
$000,000 is raised each year.”—New 
York Timejs.

midshipmen, Harry Furuess from Bris- 
tol and Richard Scoresby of Liver- 
jf'Ol. who had been together in the ser- 
vice for two year*, and bad become 
close friends. 


The 
Eudccia 
righted. 
Kerguelen 


Island, aud slightiy altering Ler course, 
kept due south for several days. On 
January 14 land, or rathe, the glaciers 
that fringed it, caine into view upon 
the southern horizon. 


The ship ran for three days along a 


sheer wall of ice. from one hundred to 
two hundred feet in height, through 
sea filled with floating bergs and floes 
Although it was the Antarctic summer 
snow-squalls were frequent and the 
.wind was at times piercingly cold. 


On the moi-Ling of the ISth a column 


of black smoke was sighted above the 
ice-cliffs far to the west, -nd as the 
vessel approached, this was seen to 
toe issuing from an active volcano, a 
strange spectacle in that land of ice 
and snow. 


It was decided to effect a landing, if 


possible, and ascertain the height of 
the peak. Upon the coast, rot far from 
the base of the mountain, two ice pro- 
montori'vs stretched rut on each side 
cf a natural basin, almost circular, 
with, an opening about a hundred 
yards wide affording an entrance from 
The sea. The cliff. £t this point wa? 
considerably lower than elsewhere, and 
black volcanic rocks and ravines were 
visible along its front. 


A boat was sent ahead to examine 


this harbor and to make soundings: 
and as a result of its report, the Eu- 
docia was soon riding snugly at anchor 
upon the sheltered expanse. At the 
head of the little bay was a beach of 
volcanic debris, with a ravine leading 
up to the tableland above. Beyond, 
the smoking cone of the mountain rose 
over a disfigured region of blackened 
ice and snow. Streams of water, melt- 
ed by the heat, were running down 
the cliffs. 


Furness and Seoresby were detailed 


to go ashore with a boat's crew, to 
make observations, examine the sur- 
face of the plateau and determine the 
height of the peak. The service was 
one involving no little fatigue and even 
a considerable degree of danger, for an

set the daies and then fill up the 
mould in layers cf jelly and dates; 
pat IB a cold place until set. and. when 
ready, turn out into a glass dish. 


Potato Flour Sponge Cake—Beat the 


yolks of eight eggs with one-half pound 
cf powdered sugar for thirty minutes: 
add the juice and zest of one lemon: 
beat the whites to a stiff froth, add 
them to the yolks, then fold in. with- 
out sifting, one-quarter pound potato 
flour; bake on a rack placed about two 
inches from the bottom of the oven in 
a very light heat for forty-five to sixty 
minutes, depending upon the thickness 
of the cake. 


Date or Fig Gems—Beat1 the yolks of 


two eggs and mix with one capful of 
milk: sift a teaspoonful and a half of 
baking powder.with half a cupful of 
white flour and mix with half a cupful 
of finely chopped figs or dates: add 
flour and fruit to the milk and eggs: 
stir In one cupful of whole wheat flour; 
beat the two whites of eggs stiff and 
fold into the mixture; bake in well- 
greased gem pans in a moderate oven 
on a rack midway of tbe oven. 


Pepper Mangoes—Select firm, bull- 


nosed peppers, as the milder Spanish 
ones do not make good pickles. They 
must, however, be perfectly 
green. 


Cut a slice from the stem aud remove 
all the seeds, taking care not to bruise 
the peppers. Put the pepper caps and 
covers into a stone jar and cover witi? 
a stronsr brine. Let them stand three 
days, then drain and cover with clear, 
cold water twenty-four hours.

bean, a gherken and three or four nas- 
turtium seeds. Make a paste of naif 
t cup mustard seed, a table^pooisful 
of grated horseradish, a tablespoonful 
ground mustard, two tab) espoonftils 
sugar, two tablespoonfnls of olive oil 
ind a teaspoonfal each celery seed, 
iiace and allspice. Fill the peppers 
with this paste, packing In firmly, then 
replace the caps and t:e or sew in 
place. Pack the peppers in a stone jar 
ind cover with scalding hot water. 
..et them remain in this two days, then 
nour off the vinegar, reheat and again 
urn over the pepper?. Cover close and 
keep in a cool, dry place.

•THE PULPIT. 


A SCHOLARLY SUNDAY SERMON BY 


THE REV. OR. R. F. ALSOP. 


Craft, Am*t*mt ud M*d«ra. 


Brooklyn. N. Y.—Dr. Reese F- AJsop. 
rector of St. Ann's P. £L Church, 
preached Sunday moraine on "Graft. 
Ancient and Modern." His text was 
from Luke xix:8: "Behold. Lord, the 
kaif of my goods I give to the poor. 
and if I hare taken anything from 
any man by false accusation. I restore 
him fourfold." Dr. Alsop said: 
We hare in these days a carious use 


of the word graft. Probably the gar- 


• dener would find it a little hard to un- 
lerstand how it came to have the mean- 
Ing that it has, yet it ought not to be 
difficult to explain. He sets into some 
plant a bud or a twig, and by and by 
it grows into the plant. Then it lire* 
to a certain extent its own life, bears 
its own fruit, drawing the while sap. 
nourishment, vitality, from the plant 
into which it has been grafted. It be- 
comes, therefore, the figure of a thing 
that draws that something else with 
.which it is connected, that which it 
uses for its own purpose. So the habit 
of drawing off for private uses some- 
thing that really belongs to some one 
else.vrhether it be a government, a 
department, or an individual, has come 
to be called graft 
The use of the 
word is peculiar to our own times. 
The thing which the word indicates is, 
alas! as old as history. Something like 
it we find in the story of him who 
claims our attention this morning. 


Two or three things come out in OUT 
study of Zacchaeus. 


First—He was in a dangerous em- 


ployment. It surrounded him with 
temptations. 
Its usual standard of 
action was low. Its prevailing iiabit 
.was one of -wrong doing. It was a 
course of life in which every day one 
could see opportunities of getting gain 
and take them. Both insiders and out- 
siders took for granted a certain meas- 
ure of pilfering. 
Mr. Jerome has lately been holding 


up to the ridicule of the public the 
claim that there is such a thing as 
honest graft, by which is meant op- 
portunities which come to insiders to 
lake advantage of their knowledge and 
of others' ignorance to make great 
profits. The employment of Zacchaeus 
gave such opportunities, and men like 
him were expected to gather in. con- 
stantly what was called perquisites of 
their position. Just as a customs in- 
spector is sappr-cd to look for and to 
iwait for a fee. or as a policeman who 
lias a district like the Tenderloin, is 
supposed to be waiting and .ready 
for.bribes. We have men who have 
shown a good deal of this spirit. We 
-have had those who call themselves 
statesmen in New "kork -who were in 
politics by their- own confession not 
for their health, but for their pocket 
all the tune. Zaeeh*eti».~ -we' are told, 
.was chief of the publicans, and lie 
seems to have illustrated the spirit 
.which is apt to prevail in a hated and 
proscribed business, namely, that of 
avenging itself upon the public by 
making the public pay. 


Secondly—It -would appear that he 
liad used 3ie opportunities which his 
position gave him. Vax collecting 
proper does not bring a man a large 
fortune. The income is usually grad- 
ed to give him merely a moderate liv- 
ing. But Zacchaeus had not been 
content with that. There are thou- 
sands of people all through our land 
[who have the rare faculty of growing 
rich, in a few years on a very small 
salary. 
Alen like Beavers, senators 


-who have been indicted and convicted 
of land frauds, judges- '-"ho have nsed 
appointments for personal reasons. 
-These things -which we know of in our 
day should give some insight into the 
methods in Jericho of old. -., was a. 
;case of '"high finance," of a constant 
"rake ott" In the year of our Lord 29. 
It was graft nearly twenty centuries 
before the -word ca~ie to have its pres- 
ent connotation. And so Zecchaeus- be- 
came rich—notoriously rich. He was 
probably like some ot our high finan- 
ciers of to-day. He had a fine house 
and garden and establishment, so that 
as men pass>d it they pointed to It 
and said, "There lives the richest man 
in the city." 


Third—Still, in spite of his prosper- 
ity, he was in bad odor. The community 
will stand a good deal, but there comes 
a time '.-rhen even the glamour of 
wealth cannot hide a man's true char- 
acter—when his success can no longer 
blind men's eyes, when his splendor 
becomes an offense that cries to high 
heaven. There are houses and estab- 
lishments in our day that make men 
gnash tlreir teeth, that stand in the 
community as an exhibition of what 
fraud and trickery and legal stealing 
and breach of trust can do. With 
wealth honestly earned and nobly used, 
the legitimate reward of real service 
to the community, there is and should 
be BO quarrel; but -with ill gotten 
gains, gains got at the expense of the 
community, gains which ar&not the pay 
of honest work, of brain, of body, but 
the loot of cunning, of fraud, the booty 
filched by the strong or the clever, or 
the high placed from the weak, or 
foolish, or lowly; with such wealth 
there is and ought to be a quarrel eter- 
nal. And so it was with Zacchaeus. 
As the people of Jericho passed his 
gates it was with a sneer, perhaps a 
curse. He is rich; yea, but he is a 
sinner; his glory Is his shame. His 
splendor is the measure of his turpi- 
tude, he has made his pile, but it is 
the result of extortion and false accu- 
sations. He is not only a renegade, in 
that he is a publican, and the chief of 
them, but he is a standing, living 
monument of what conscienceless 
greed can make of a man. 


Fourth—Now, -with this judgment of 
his fellow citizens, Jesus seems to 
agree, for when the people protest 
against His being this man'* guest 


Jesus saysi' "The Son of man i* come 
to seek and to save that'which was 
lost" 
That word "lost" *e*ms to 
concede the justice of the people'* j 
Judgment 
Zacchaeuc is * son of 
Abraham, indeed; thr.t Is, one of ihe 
chosen people. But he is none the 
less a lost man needing to be sought 
and tared. 


Now, if that was his true character; 


If the lerichoan estimate of him was 
correct how: are we to understand the 
•rords: "Behold. Lord, the half of my 
goods I fire to the poor; and if I hare 


kern anything from any man by false 
accusatioa. I restore him fourfold." 
How can a man who shows such gen* 
eroaitjr to the poor; who restores four- 
fold to ail whom he has injured, be so 
bad? Hare the people, and has Jesus 
mistaken his character? Is he a mis- 
Judged and unappreciated man? 
Not so do I read the story. The 
words which we are thinking of are 
not meant to describe 1m past but his 
future. They do not set forth what 
has been his habit, his manner of liv- 
ing; they are the announcement of a 
suddenly formed purpose. And that 
purpose, as we shall see presently, is 
the natural reaction from what have 
been up to this time the motive and 
method of his life. 


Though he has done all these bad 
things, justly won the odium that he 
enjoys, none the less jesiis sees in him 
possibi'iciea of amendment and nobil- 
ity and calls him down from" the tree 
ou which he has perched himself to 
become his guest. This condescension 
involves an interview and aa influx of 
the personality of Jesus upon his soul. 
This brings about a tremendous revul- 
sion. The revulsion m^y perhaps be 
the end of a long, slow process. Has 
he not found that his riches after all 
did not pa** him for the loss of his own 
peace of miis^ and f- • the hate of the 
community in .-which le lives, for the 
scorn of a whole city? Has he not 
found that after all Ms wealth did not 
satisfy or make him happy? That tx- 
sin ct its acquisition -was like a canker 
at its heart? 


More than this, -.vhen the light comes 
it brings out the dark lines. Like a 
flash of lightning, the presence of 
Christ illuminates his past: and just as 
Peter, when he realized the divinity 
of his Lord, cried: "Depart from nie. 
for I am' 
sinful man. O Lord." so 
Zacchaeus feels all at oace the enor- 
mity of his sin. It stands up in strong 
relief against what has been his mas- 
ter passion, his greed. In an. instant 
he see* tne turpitude, the ugliness of 
what he has been doing. What he has 
seen before dimly is now emphasized, 
stands before his mind in clear, strong 
lines. He is in the light and all at 
once a mighty resolve seizes him.

might battle -with it. Just as in Ephe- 
su3. among the converts of Paul, those 
who had been dabbling with magic 
brought their books to burn; just as a 
drunkard knows that if he is to follow 
Christ he must dash the cup forever 
from his lips, so Zacchaeus forms and 
announces his purpose to break with 
his greed. 
This resolve includes two things- 
First—Generosity. 
-'Behold, Lord, 


the half of my goods, of my income, 
I give to cue poor." 
Notice the proportion. Moses asked 
at least one-tenth. Add to that de- 
mands for public requirements and a 
fifth -was reached. 
This man says 
"half." Compare that -with the gifts 
of some of our notoriously rich raeu 
to-day. Very few attain to the mart 
of this converted publican. A man 
*vho died the other day left an. estate 
of some $7.500.0000, of -which §100,000 
was bequeathed to charity, and the 
newspaper spoke of a large amount 
being bequeathed for charitable be- 
quests. One hundred thousand dollars 
out of $7.500,000 is a very small pro- 
portion. Let us hope that during his 
life time the man did better than 
that. There -was something extraor- 
dinary in the bigaess of this purpose 
of Zacchaeus. Our multi-millionaires, 
most of teem, even those who at times 
startle tts by their gifts, have still 
something to learn from Jericho's pub- 
lican. 


Secondly—Restitution- 
"If I have 
taken anr thing from any man by 
false accusation, I restore him four- 
fold." 
What a Tista these words open back 
into his life. They show how a part 
at least of his wealth had been won. 
They show also how the methods of the 
past look now to his awakening con- 
science. He proposes to deal with his 
habit by a heroic treatment "I -will 
restore fourfold." 
As bj carries out 
that purpose, imagine, if you can, the 
effect upon those, who in the past, 
had had bitter and exasperating exper- 
iences -with him. Should the like be 
done to-day, what a stirring up there 
\vould be. What a change of places 
between the rich and the poor. What 
vast swellings of the conscience fund 
of the government! What thousands, 
perhaps millions of acres of public 
land would be returned to government 
control. 
What a di«^>rging there 
would be of exhorbitant freights. How 
many policy holders would be made 
glad. How many crushed out firms 
would be resuscitated. 
Imagine, if 


you can. the restitution of all wrongly 
gotten wealth. Why It would be like 
streams of water flowing through dry 
places. It would be like a transforma- 
tion, scene in a pantomime. 
It is almost inconceivable, and yet 
that is what Christianity meant to 
Zacchaeus. It was a salvation not 
from death eternal, it was primarily a 
salvation from his greed, from his sel- 
fishness, rroin his Isolation, from Ms 
fellows. And notice that Jesus accepts 
his purpose as a perfectly proper 
thing. He ha* the true spirit of a con- 
verted afe—large-hearted 
liberality, 
restitution of all wronglv taken prop- 
erty. Given these two things every- 
where and religion become* real and 
vital. Deny them and there is only a 
name to lire. It is iue to talk about 
being Christi'ns, unless our religion 
means open*beartedn«M and righteous*
